declare false dividends (on r) to 
enable them to “unload” their over- 
_ stocked pockets; these were deliberate 
swindlers, and for them the lecturer 
had no comfort to offer. He gave an 
illustration of the modus operandi 
whereby a mine was declared “ 
or “bad ;” another how to send stocks 
“booming” or flat.“ He read from 
statistics of stock transactions, for the 
last fifteen years to show how. many 
mines paid Tividends, how many paid 
assessments, and how many did neither. 
There is very little poetry in these 
statements, and a vast amount of truth 
No man will have the hardihood to 
doubt one word which is here spoken, 
and it is time that such warnings shall 
have their effects, and the business of 
this coast cease to be dependent on 
stocks. We do not intend to inveigh 
against speculation, since that is sim- 
ply useless. But there are people who 
have no business in the stock market, 
upon whom rests the substantial busi. 
ness of our coast, and the prosperity 
ef many other men. We believe that 


to make stocks depend on their merits 


is to make the business legitimate. 
To give them unlimited countenance 
is to make the market a mere system- 
atized robbery. The public confi- 
dence in mines and their management 
is moderating, and the sooner it 
reaches reasonable proportions the 
better. Don’t dabble in stocks unless 
you have money to lose, don’t forsake 
legitimate profits for the chance of 
sudden wealth.

foot incline. As the greater portion 
of the incline runs at an angle of 45 
degrees, we all were patrons of the 
rows of mining timbers which protect 
the incline. . Shoemaker had on a pair 
of high top gum boots and therefore 
felt that he was the man to follow 


Capt. Griffin, whose only foot protec- 


was a good pair of number 12 leather 
boots. At the foot of the incline we 
struck the 150 foot level, which runs 
north and south from the main shaft. 
From this level a drift has been run 
out to the hanging wall. Messrs. 
Griffin and Shoemaker crawled through 
a narrow aperture and waded through 
eight or ten inches of water to see the 
well-defined wali. Shoemaker came 
back, gum boots in hand, declaring 
that he preferred exposiag his feet 
directly to bonanza water than having 
the precious liquid filtered through a 
dilapidated pair of gum boots. We 
prowled around under ground awhile, 
saw an abundance of good ore, and 
then returned to the main shaft and 
thence to the surface. The 380 foot 
incline follows the vein, which dips to 
the west. We got some specimens 
from the face of the vein which show 
that as it is followed down the quartz 
is much better and the ore gives a 
little better average assays. Captain 
Griffin the foreman is just the man for 
that position. Give him capital and 
the Paymaster will soon be yielding 
handsome returns. At present the 
company are only keeping the water 
out of the mine. They await the re- 
sult of the present assessment. 
GOLDEN FLEECE. 

This claim is 14¢ miles southwest of 
The company are pushing 
forward a 950 foot tunnel, and within 
the last few days have struck an ex- 
cellent quality of ore and in large 
quantities. North of the tunnel 490 feet 
a 112 foot air shaft intersects the tun- 
nel.
